Sierra Madre volunteer fire¬ 
men answered 37 fire calls 
during the 12 months of 1951. 

Although considered a “good 
year,” it was not as good as 
the year 1950 when only 15 fire 
calls were recorded by the fire¬ 
men. In 1949 there were 36 
fires in Sierra Madre. 

Fire Chief James C. Heasley 
said most of the fires last year 
were of “little consequence” 
and resulted in small property 
damage. 

House fires amounted to 
$3000 in property damage, Mr. 
Heasley said. In 1951, with 
only 15 alarms in all, the res¬ 
idential property damage was 
$6000. 

“The fire fighters appreci¬ 
ate the cooperation of Sierra 
Madreans in keeping the city’s 
fire loss down,” the chief stat¬ 
ed. “Most of our success was 
due to the early calls and 
help in fire prevention.”

First assigned to 
submarine patrol duty in the 
Virgin Islands, he later return¬ 
ed to Texas for advanced train¬ 
ing, and then was transferred 
to the Philippine Islands The¬ 
ater where he participated in 
the bombing of Corregidor. 

In the Philippines, Mr. Hart¬ 
man was one of the first U.S. 
servicemen to go through the 
walls of the notorious Santo 
Tomas prison camp. He made 
frequent visits to the Lester 
Fennel family who were in¬ 
terned there. The Fennels for¬ 
merly owned Sierra Madre’s 
Wistaria Vine.

Repair work on five Sierra 
Madre streets—work which has 
been “hanging fire” since it 
was authorized by the City 
Council last August—appeared 
on its way this week. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker was ordered Tuesday to 
advertise for materials to seal- 
coat and patch the streets. 

It was pointed out that the 
work had been delayed be¬ 
cause the city-owned street 
roller is out of commission and 
parts are being repaired in 
Ohio. 

“That alibi should be wear¬ 
ing out by now,” was Council¬ 
man Noren Eaton’s cryptic 
comment. He remarked that 
the work was authorized in 
August. 

Streets earmarked for repair 
include Mountain Trail (from 
Sierra Madre boulevard to 
Mira Monte), Sycamore Place 
(from Grandview to the 
bridge), Sierra Place (from 
San Gabriel Court to -Sierra 
Madre boulevard), Manzanita 
(from the park to Michillinda), 
and Baldwin (from Grandview 
to the north side of Alegria). 

Mr. Eaton also prodded a 
“go ahead” for painting center 
lines on Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard and Baldwin, white cross¬ 
walks downtown, and parking 
stalls.

Results of Sierra Madre’s in¬ 
itial spreading grounds test 
were received from Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District 
officials this week. 

The first test, conducted from 
Dec. 12 to 14, saw 43.3 acre feet 
of water spread or percolated 
into the ground. 

Percolation rates for the six 
basins in full operation during 
the 49-hour test were consider¬ 
ed “unusually high” by City 
Water Superintendent A1 Free¬ 
land. 

Rates for the basins ranged 
from 1.46 to 3.94 cubic feet per 
second for each acre covered. 
Among water experts through¬ 
out the county, state and na¬ 
tion, even a lower rate of 1 to

An 11 per cent increase in 
the state income tax return 
blanks mailed this year was 
reported today by Thomas H.

Last day for filing is Ap¬ 
ril 15, 1952, after which a de¬ 
linquency penalty will be as¬ 
sessed. 

In the event taxpayers fail 
to receive a return, Mr. Kuchel 
advised contacting the nearest 
office of the State Franchise 
Board, since non-receipt of the 
required form is not a justifi¬ 
able excuse for delay or fail¬ 
ure to file.

Los Angeles County Health Officer 

A little over a hundred years ago Lemuel Shattuck, a Boston 
book seller, made an extensive study of the public health of the 
State of Massachusetts. His report was published as a legislative 
document in 1850, and since that time it has become a foundation 
stone for building better health in America. Shattuck’s report 
emphasized the fact that if the . 
public expected to attain a 
healthier existence than they 
enjoyed in 1850 they should 
first of all direct their atten¬ 
tion to the health problems of 
infancy. 

Today the standard texts in 
public health point to the ac¬ 
complishments since Shattuck’s 
day and continue to recognize 
the field of child health as a 
basis for further advancement 
of the general health. 

It has been known for a long 
time that the health of chil¬ 
dren has its beginnings during 
the pregnancy of the mother. 

It is during this period that 
prompt medical attention to¬ 
gether with advice on diet, ex¬ 
ercise, and hygiene pays off in 
better health for the baby as 
well as the mother. 

To this end public health 
departments have set up 
classes or discussion groups for 
expectant mothers. The pri¬ 
mary objective of this educa¬ 
tional service is to point out 
to these women the advan¬ 
tages of early as well as peri¬ 
odic check-ups by their fam¬ 
ily physicians or obstetricians. 

In addition to emphasizing the 
values of good medical and 
hospital care, the public health 
nurse instructors explain the 
health rules of pregnancy. 

It has been found that ex¬ 
pectant mothers are particular¬ 
ly interested in how they 
should care for the baby after 
he arrives. By the time he does 
arrive, the mother has much 
factual information pertaining 
to such subjects as formula 
preparation, breast feeding, ba¬ 
by’s bath, special equipment 
for the baby, clothing, safety 
considerations, and health hab¬ 
its of infants. She has learn¬ 
ed that infant health is not 
only a matter of eating and 
sleeping but that it includes 
mental and emotional develop¬ 
ment as well. 

She is conscious of the fact 
that her baby’s first year is 
probably the most important of 
his life, a period in which a 
foundation is laid for future 
health and happiness. She 
knows that a healthy happy 
baby does not “just grow” but 
rather that he is partly the 
product of good care, good en¬ 
vironment, and wise guidance 
and training. 

Last year more than 3000 
women attended classes con¬ 
ducted by this department in 
24 locations throughout the 
county.

For coffee, tea or fruit stains on 
linens, from a height of two or 
three feet pour boiling hot water 
on the stained fabric which is held 
taut with a rubber band over a 
bowl. 

. Sponge iodine stains with’ a solo* 
tion of one cup of denatured alee* 
hoi to two cups of warm water. 

Ink spots should, if possible, he 
removed immediately that they 
occur. Spread an absorbent, such 
as com meal or flour, on the spot 
and work it around, brushing it 
off as it becomes soiled. Bepeat 
until no more ink is absorbed, men 
make a paste of water and the ab¬ 
sorbent and apply it to the stain. 
When dry, brush it off;

plication of Mr. Spears. Others 
testifying included Paul Bau¬ 
mann, assistant chief engineer 
of the County Flood Control 
District, who said he was op¬ 
posed to seeing "sitting ducks” 
which the people living there 
would be before the district’s 
flood hazard work is completed. 

Mr. Baumann conceded that 
there already were “sitting 
ducks” there, but it would be a 
different matter if a subdivi¬ 
sion were formed, resulting in 
many more women and chil¬ 
dren living in the area. 

As the hearing was drawing 
to a close, one or two of the 
property owners asked how the 
area could be rezoned R-1L
